license by December 10,- were an- 
nounced By the food administration 
today,. 'Both proclamation and reg- 
ulations seek to standardize bread- 
making, eliminate waste-and confus- 
ing sizes, force prices down, and 
otherwise help consumers generally. 
Even -hotels, clubs," and other public 
eating places that serve bakery pro- 
ducts , of ther _ own 
manufacture 


must take out licenses if they, ex- 
ceed tbe 10-barrel limit, and penalty 
for doing business without license is 
$5000 fine, two years imprisonment, 
'or both. 
Bakery licensees must keep pro- 


ducts moving to the consumer in as 
direct line as practicable and without 
unreasonable delay. Re-sales within 
the' same trade without reasonable 
justification especially if tending to 
result In a higher market' price to 
the1 retailer or consumer "will be 
dealt with as an unfair practice." 
These things licensees must not 


do: Buy, contract for or sell, store, 
or otherwise handle or deal in other 
food commodities 
to unreasonably 


increase 'the price or restrict supply 
or attempt contract locally or gen- 
erally manopolize commodities; de- 
stroy any bakery products; waste or 
wilfully permit deterioration of pro- 
ducts! accept returns of bread or 
other bakery products, make cash 
payments or~allaw credit to any re- 
, for any unsold breacUor other 
^mStm^f™^^® 
v.^ou.j for "offer bread or bakery 
products which he has not sold." 
Bread must be made and sold only 


in the specified weights or multiples 
of 16-ounce units, which must not 
run over IT ounces, and 24-ounce 
units, which must not run over 
25 1-2 ounces,- in both cases net 
weights, unwrapped, 12 hours after 
baking. 
Each' unit of twin or mul- 


tiple loaves must conform to these 
weight requirements. Rolls must be 
in units weighing from one to three 
ounces, but no rolls manufactured or 
offered for sale shall weigh, un- 
wrapped, 12 hours after-baking, less 
than one ounce or more than three 
ounces. 
These standards are to be 


determined by averaging weights of 
25 loaves or five dozen rolls of each 
unit. 
In mixing dough for bread or 


rolls on the unit basis of 196 pounds 
of any flour, meal or mixture, bak- 


' era must not use more than three 


pounds of cane or beet sugar, or in 
lieu of' them, 3 1-2 pounds of corn 
sugar, nor more than six pounds of 
fresh milk from which butter-fats 
ha^e been extracted; nor use any 
shortening, except not exceeding two 
pounds of compounds containing not 
more than 15 per cent of animal 
fats; or, instead, not more than two 
pounds of vegetable -fats.

sweetened condensed milk is used. 
Us added sugar content shall be de- 
ducted from the net sugar allowed. 
Sugars or fats are not to be added to 
ihe dough during the baking pro? 
cess o rto the bread or rolls when 
baked. 
Food Administrator Hoover rec- 


ommended to all wholesale bakers 
today to establish as their wholesale 
prices those at which they will offer 
their products for sale in lot sof 25 
pounds or more, wrapped, for cash, 
at the bakery door, subject to fair 
additional charges for wrapping and 
delivering when the bakers perform 
these services. Licensees are asked 
to report these wholesale prices to 
the federal food administrator in 
their state. Some wholesale bakers 
already are retailing bread at their 
plants directly to consumers. 


Believing frequent deliveries en- 


hance prices, Mr. Hoover urged all 
bakers to reduce deliveries to once a 
day over each route, and to this end, 
to consolidate deliveries or zone their 
territories.

The 
crash of some enemy heavy guns is 
now heard, showing that the Aus- 
trians and Germans have been able 
to bring up a few' of these monster 
pieces. 


No longer is a secret made of the 


fact that the Piave is the line of de-

steadily for the past 10 days. The 
upper end of this line joins

Trentino front, making virtually one 
unified front sweeping in a huge arc 
from Lake Garda to the mouth of 
the Piave, near Venice. 
Precautionary ."measures to pro- 
tect Venice-continue, lest the enemy, 
whose-long range guns are not far 
dffT should attempt* to bombard the 
famous art center. ' The Palace oT 
the Doges has been covered with 
sand bags, and the delicate arched 
facade has been shored with heavy 
timbers. 
The Campanile has sand 


bags for forty feet around the. base. 
The grand canal is filled with gon- 
dolas being used for transportation 
purposes.

The fighting here obviously is of 
a desperate nature and the Italian 
forces have shown themselves in a 
mood of determined resistance. In 
the, Asiago area last Saturday for in- 
stances, two peaks in the same de- 
fensive zone as Mont Longara were 
captured by the invaders but after- 
wards were retaken by the Italians 
in resolute counter attacks.

UEUTENANTTEliS 


OF FEEING WHEN 
BIG SHELL EXPLODES 


With' i the 
American 
Army 
in 


France. Monday, Nov. 12.—The lieu- 
tenant who was knocked down three 
times by shell-fire during the recent 
German raid in the American sector, 
today described his experience to the 
Associated Press. His face is cover* 
ed with scratches from flying grave!. 


"When the firing began I started 


back to the trenches," he said. "The 
first thing I knew there was a 
crash. I seemed to see sparks shoot- 
Ing from all over my body. I start- 
ed to crawl and It seemed ages before 
my lace bit the mud at the bottom 
of the trench. The same7 thing hap- 
pened again a minute later. Then 
picked myself up and started in an 
other direction, a corporal and two 
men joining me. A shell burst a few 
feet from us on the parapet. 
I lost 


consciousness. 
' 
"When I came to. all was black 


and grenades were flying in all di- 
rections. I had lost my shapnel hel- 
mit, 
but, feeling around with my 


hands, I found one by the head of a 
man who was lying near me. I put 
it on and started away stumbling 
over/the body of the man who was a 
corporal. 
"I went on and gathered some 


men. 
We spread ourselves out, ex- 


pecting a heavy attack. As a matter 
of fact,VJ found out later ,that the 
raid w.aV over and that the- grenades 
•we saiir were "-Being thrown, by re- 
treating Germans." 


It is the opinion ot all the officers 
that the troops are, bearing up exce^- 
lentlytunder their first experience In 
the trenches. All are learning how to 
conduct tttemselves under fire and 
also that shell-fire, even when in- 
tense, is not as dangerous as It 
sounds. ' 
t'So much shrapnel has fallen since 
the battalions of the second contin: 
gent,|n the trenches have taken their 
posts that the men have ceased to 
w»rrfr .about it, hardly paying any 
mord "attention to it than to rain. 
The commander of one battalion said 
that since the men had entered the 
trenches mumps has caused more of 
them to go to the hospital than has 
the enemy's fire. The firing in this 
battalion's sector has been "rather 
more* intense than is usual for sev- 
eral nights. 


.A heavy shell fell in a maehine- 


gttn ammunition dump and explod- 
ed 30 boxes, bullets flying in all di- 
rection. 
The men nearby 
threw 


themselves on the ground and no 
one was hurt.

Forty Shipyards 
: 
ing Work on 250 Wooden 


Hull? for Ships. 


Thirty thousand men at 40 -ship- 


yards along the Gulf and Atlantic 
coasts are now rushing to completion 
250 hulls for ships which will compose 
the Initial unit of Uncle Sam's great 
wooden fleet to "bridge the ocean,1 
So rapidly has the work gone forward 
that it is expected the first hulls will 
be launched the hitter part of this 
month. 


Many of these ships soon will be 


ready for sea, and from that time on 
the American government will he 
able to add to the allies' ocean ton- 
nage, as long as needed, a new 
wooden ship of 3,000 to 3,500 tods 
capacity for every working day In th« 
year. This Is in addition to almost as 
many other wooden ships being bunt 
for, private Interests. 


New yards are springing up at 


many points to meet the requirements 
of the United States shipping board, 
'which has announced its determina- 
tion to build all the ships of both 
wood and Steel that can be produced 
.during the period of the war. 


Four hundred million feet of south- 


ern pine timber will be needed 
within the next 12 months to complete 
the government's wooden shipbuilding 
program, according to W. J. Haynen,' 
assistant purchasing agent of the 
jEmergency Fleet corporation, who has 
recently made an extensive tour ot the 
southern pine-producing territory. 


The Emergency Fleet corporation 


program first called for the launching 
of hulls In November, 1917," says Mr, 
Haynen, "but the majority were to be 
launched after Januaty* lOia We arc 
now trying to advance1 tne 1018 pro- 
gram from 30 to 60 days."

American flag hus its own individual 
nnd particular state which it repre- 
sents and that Its placement on the 
square of blue Is carefully and defi- 
nitely regulated by law and executive 
order? 


In 1912, on October 20. the lasi ex- 


ecutive order concerning the flng was 
made, and it provided for the specific 
arrangement of the stars, says the De- 
troit Free Pressf 
They were to be 


arranged In six horizontal rows of 
eight stars each. 
Starting In the 


right upper left-hand corner nnd pla«- 
Ing each row from left to right, the 
star corresponding to each state is 
named in the order of the state's rati- 
fication of the constitution. 


Thus star No. 1, In the upper left 


hand corner, is for Delaware. Star 
No. 48, in the lower right hand cor- 
ner, is for Arizona.
